Wliun 
that boily was di<«8olveJ,nnd the Sam! Spit at 
Laurel Point was just as tiigh at low water, 
the rocks just as much in the way of navi- 
gation as when the old Cadboro lirst entered 
the Indian harbor, Caiuosaelc now known 
60 widely lis the port of Victoria. At the 
last se.saioii of the pri'suiit 7lssi'mbly soine- 
thiiiu rriiire wiis eU'ecled. An Act was passed 
to borrow some XIO.OUO ami make it cMurgo- 
nble vipuii the " Harbor Dues Fund," to im- 
prove Victoria harbor, and construct a road 
to E.><quirnak. The sum we believe of £2000 
was appropriated for the road and £8000 for 
the harbor. Neither one nor the other we 
believe has been com.nenoed. The only 
thing effected has been to diefine Ihe new 
line of road to Esquimalt. We have heard 
it iiiliroiailed that the Joan on the Harbor 
Pond has been offered in London, and it is
